Reconsideration and allowance of this application is respectfully requested in 
view of the following remarks and enclosed, resubmitted PTO Form 1449's. 

In response to the Office Action, the applicants respectfully traverse the 
rejection of claims 24-69 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting over claims 1-31 of U.S. Patent no. 6,677,310 ('310). The 
presently claimed invention is not obvious in view of the claims of the *310 patent. 

At page 3, lines 9-15 of the Office Action, the Examiner notes that the 
compounds of Formulas ll-IV of the presently claimed invention and compounds of 
Formulas I (A, B and C) of the '310 patent have the same core structures and that 
there is overlap. However, the applicants submit that a person of ordinary skill in the 
art would recognize the substantial differences between the Formulas that clearly 
and patentably distinguish the presently claimed invention over that claimed in '310. 
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
